Lebanon on brink 
of renewed 


_Franjieh 
defies . 
threats

LEBANON LAST night moved 
towards a renewal of civil war. 
The four-day-old military coup 
began to lose momentum in face 
of President Suleiman Franjieh's 
defiance of orders to resign from 
Office. 

The Speaker of Lebanon’s 99- 
member parliament has called depu- 
ties for an emergency session, The 
purpose is to discuss the political 
stalemate which may re-ignite Lebe- 
ΠΟΙ year-long sectarian strife. The 
Speaker, Kamel el-Ass‘ad, yesterday 
voiced second thoughts over the par- 
liament's appeal for Franjieh’s re- 
signation, noting the move was un- 
constitutional. He went further in 
expressing his opposition to fhe 
army's attempt to meddle with the 
country's political institution. 

His position strengthened by 
Mounting support from Christian 
political circles, Franjieh yesterday 
declared that he would relinquish 
the presidency only as a “corpse.” 
He said he was determined to stay 
in office until "the very last second” 
Of his six-year-term, which expires 
next September. 

Yesterday Franjieh gathered sup- 
Port from more Christian officers 
and troops who were abandoning 
the Moslem coup leader, Brig. Aziz 
Ahdab. The iatter in turn rallied 
Moslem troops, including defectors 
who in January set up the dissident 
“Lebanese Arab Army.” 

The spit in the Lebanese army 
deepened, with Christian and Mos- 
Tem soldiers taking opposite sides. 

Reports .from Beirut late last 
night said two army columns sup- 
‘porting Ahdab were marching on 
the presidential palace at Ba‘abda, 
east of Beirut, to force Franjieh out 
of office. The reports said that one 
of these columns was stopped by 
the Damascus-sponsored Palestine 
Liberation Army (PLA) at the re- 
quest of Syria, who was seeking to 
prevent bloodshed. 

There was no confirmation from 
any source last night of earlier re- 
Ports that Damascus has teh- 
ed 1,000 troops to Lebanon under 
the disguise of PLA forces.

zation, however, said there was no 
alternative to war other than dis- 
mantling the Lebanese communal 
establishment.

Sadat move seen as bid

PRESIDENT SADAT'S dramatic 
decision abrogating Egypt's friend- 
ship pact with Moscow was de- 
signed, in part at least, to sway 
American opinion in favour of gell- 
‘ing arms to Egypt.

REHOVOT. —- Honorary doctorates 
were conferred at a Weizmann Insti- 
tute ceremony yesterday, upon 
Simone Vell, France's Minister of 
Health, and Prof. Gerhard Herz- 
berg, Canadian Nobel prizewinner 
for chemistry. The degrees were 
conferred by Chancellor Meyer 
Weisgal. 

The ceremouy was attended by 
the French and Canadian ambas- 


sadors. 

Responding to her citation, Mrs. 
Veil spoke of fer concentration 
camp experiences im the second 
world war. The only ray of hope for 
some of her Jewish friends was 
Palestine, ag it was then called — 
“a name which to me meant nothing 
then.” 

She praised Chaim Weizmann for 
setting the example of how to 
combine pure science with public 
office. Scientists today. she com- 
Tented, rarely if ever admitted that 
their budgets and the abjectives of 
thelr research are Hable to be de- 
termined by political decisions at 
the highest level. Mrs. Vell con- 
gratulated the Welzmann Institute 
for the “pursuit of the wish to 


learn, to know and to understasd.” 
which had charactemzed young Ta:- 
mudists who braved the restrictions 
of the ghettoes: and the threat of 
pogroms. 

Professor Herzberg also prased 
the Institute for “doing jst what 
it should do, that is, pure scientific 
research.” He denied that 2ny au- 
thority bad the right to imfiuence 
the scientist's imagination. 

The ceremony was attended by ἃ 
large delegation representing the 
Friends of the Wemann Institute 
in France, headed by Dr. Robert 
Aron-Brunetiere. They came to hon- 
our Mrs. Veil and asso to dedicate 
the Centre for French Culture and 
Science endowed ba the philan- 
thropist Hermann Mayer, who was 
himself present, 

The Centre includes a Ubrary of 
French classics and current litera- 
ture, and a dormitory. Speaking at 
the dedication, Prof. Andre M. 
Lwoff, Nobel medicine laureate, de- 
geribed culture as a waning com- 
modity in our time. In modern 
society, which he characterised 5 
totalitarian, “truth, beauty and play 
as we understand them are regarded 
as sigos of decadence.” .

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Sadat woos the West 


ANWAR SADAT's demonstrative abrogation of Egypt's Treaty 

of Friendship and Cooperation with the Soviet Union is more 
‘an exercise in public relations than a fresh departure in 
polities. 

The Soviet-Egyptian Treaty of May, 1971, was the payment 
exacted by the Kremlin from Sadat as proof that his crack- 
down on the leftist opposition, headed by Ali Sabry, did not 
indicate a wholesale abandonment of the Nasser legacy, and 
therefore did not require the withdrawal of Soviet support. 
While it lasted, the Treaty gave formal expression to a situa- 
tion in which the Soviets, as Sadat complained on Sunday 

: night, could claim the right to determine, from Moscow, in 
what manner and to what purpose their military aid and eco- 
nomic assistance would be administered — in other words, to 
decide Egypt's destiny. 

But the Treaty did not, in effect, last very long, for its 
practical operation was suspended in July, 1972, when Sadat 
expelled over 15,000 Soviet “advisers” from Egypt. What 
prompted that move has not been a secret, at least since the 
outbreak of the Yom Kippur War: Sadat had decided that 
Egypt’s destiny was to fight Israel, and the meddlesome Soviet 
Presence was only an impediment to war preparations. 

: The Egyptian President can now justifiably argue that the 

“Treaty has in any case been repeatedly breached by the Soviets 
since the war. From Sadat’s viewpoint, there has surely 
been little friendship and less cooperation in the Kremlin’s 
reluctance to supply Egypt with new weapons or spare parts, 
and to reschedule Egypt’s enormous debt to the Soviet Union. 
Egypt's dire economic condition — described by Sadat as at 
point zero, exactly where it was in early October, 1978 — is 
apparently of no concern to the Soviets. 

The abrogation of the Treaty, now dutifully endorsed by the 
Egyptian National Assembly, thus puts the seal of finality on 
an existing situation again. But its dramatic announcement at 
this time serves as a signal to the U.S., and to the entire West, 
that Egypt's rift with the Soviets is, for the time being, firmly 
genuine. And it is an unmistakable invitation to the West, but 
especially to the U.S., to make good without delay the im- 
plicit promise of compensation to Egypt for her action in 
concluding the Sinai agreement, under American auspices, last 
September. After all, it was that action, more than anything 
else, which set the Soviet Union and its Arab minions against 
Egypt. 

That the signing of the accord would help drive a wedge be- 
tween Egypt and Syria had been safely predicted by Prime 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin, who foresaw in it a clear-cut gain 
for Israel. He may not have fully foreseen the ferocity, and 
the ingenuity, of the Syrian response to Egypt’s challenge, 
as shown in the most recent events in Lebanon, But there 

can be little doubt that, were it not for the Sinai agreement, 

Israel would now be facing a united Arab front stretching 

from the south to the north. 

Yet it is a dangerous misconception to assume that Sadat's 
turnabout inevitably spells a commitment to the pursuit of 
peace. He might one day try again the deception he practised 
on Israel three years ago, Sadat told the National Assembly, 
and his words should be taken at face value. 

The U.S. would be making 8. fatal error, therefore, if it 
were to conclude from Sadat's speech that American strategic 
interests in the Middle East — notably the avoidance of war 
and the furtherance of peace — would best be served by 
pumping Egypt full of arms and ammunition. As long as 
Egypt considers itself to be at war with Israel, its rearmament 
by the U.S., oe rest of the Naor πρα]ὰ το help cultivate 
moderation, as is sometimes believed, but only hasten the out- 
break of a fresh round of hostilities. ᾿

A BOCTOR'S VIEWS 
ON ABORTION 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, — The emotional reaction of 
“Future Mother" (March 1) to the 
Open Letter published by the Central 
Committee of the Israel Society of 
Obstetrics and Gynaecology did not 
surprise me. The issues of human 
life, however, transcend the 
emotional ideas of ‘‘male 
ehauvinism"’ and ‘‘female 
Wberation." Our traditional Jewish 
reverence for life is not the personal 
property of doctors alone and must 
lead all of us to approach such issues 
with care and circumspection. Even 
the question of abortions in Israel 
can be discussed objectively and 
without panic or insults. 

The fact that “Suture mother’ 
had two “successful” abortions is 


* gertainiy a testimony to her personal 


good fortune. However, her small 
series of two experience does not 
provide a basis upon which to judge 
what Is good for all women. If she 
does not wish to use modern methods 
of contraception, that is her business, 
but again it is an Ingufficlent basis 
upon which to give general advice to 
the public as a whole. The core of the 
problem is to prevent unwanted 
pregnancies so that no need will 
arise to destroy them. 

“future Mother" does not agree 
that husbands should consent to the 

ion of their wives' pregnan- 
eles. She believes, and I fully agree 
with her view, that a wife is not her 
husband's property. I honestly 
believe that a woman is an equal- 
right partner of her husband, in a 
lawful partnership. I don't feel, 
therefore, that the husband has no 
rights on that common property, 
nancy, temporarily in custody 
of his partner. It 15. an 
overwhelmingly biological situation 
with legal implications. If the law 
were to admit that the father has no 
rights on his wife's pregnancy, why 
should he pay for the upkeep of a 
child that his wife decides to carry to 
term? It is an intricate legal 
problem and I don't feel that our 
legislators have carefully con- 
sidered the manifold Jegal im- 
plications of the new bill. 

You notice, Sir, that 1 carefully 
refrain from taking up the charge 
that vulgar economic interests are at 
the root of the gynaecologists’ rejec- 
tion of the abortion law in its present 
form. Had I done so, I would have 
been unworthy of the many dis- 

ed members of our Society, 
who sat on its Central Committee, 
PROFESSOR R. TOAFF, President 
The Israel Society of 
Obstetrics and Gynaecology 
Tel Aviv.

PAYMENTS DEFICIT

Six, — In his 6 for the 
advancement of our economy 
towards e as expressed 
recently in rather general terms, 
Professor Arens proposes to reduce 
the deficit in our balance of 
payments by 88 billion through in- 
creasing exports by $1.5 billion and 
replacing imports by locally 
manufactured goods to the tune of 
31.5 billion. Unfortunately, this for- 
mula repeats 2 very common error. 
All our production, be it for export 
or for own Consumption, contains a 
large element of imported com- 
ponents, and if the average added 
value amounts to, say 50 per cent, 
then for every dollar earned or sav- 
ed, we first must spend 50 cents. In 
other words, to cut the deficit in the 
balance of payments by $3 billion, we 
must export and/or replace imports 
to the tune of som like 38 
billion — which makes the task so 
much harder.

THE TRICK, it would seem, lies not 
so much in the nature of the 
recommendations, as in the in- 
clusion of features that make the pill 
more palatable.

Income tax reform was sold to the 
vast majority of salary earners by 
creating the illusion that nearly 
everyone would gain from the new 
tax rates. This, of course, was true 
only if one treated the compulsory 
loans, whose abolition the committee 
recommended, as if they had been 
non-returnable tax deductions. The 
iHusion waa successfully pulled off

-public actually, if erroneously, view- 
ed the loan deductions simply as part 
of their tax burden. 


THE SMALL MINORITY of salaried © 


taxpayers that stood to lose from the 
reforms were assuaged by promises 
that their net pay, aftertaxes, would 
not be affected — not immediately, 
in any case. It is this rider that is now 
being put to the test in the case of the 
ἘΠῚ Al crews and other such groups 
whose salaries are slated to be sub- 
ject to the full tax — regardiess of 
considerations of net pay — begin- 
ning next month.
